AFFAIRS IN CUBA. 


The Customs Service and Postal 


Money Orders. 


Washington. Oct. 1.—Major Taski-r 


Bliss, Collector of Customs of Cuba, 
has transmitted to the War Depart- 
ment a statement showing the employ- 
ment of Americans in the Cuban Cus- 
toms Service. The statement was pre- 
pared in reply to a newspaper article 
which save the impression that the 
Customs Sen He of Cuba was monopo- 
lled by Americans. 
Major Bliss says 


that at live ports out of sixteen there 
aif no Americans employed except tl.e 
American army officer, who is acting 
as Coiled or, and at two of these ports 
even the Collector is a native Cuban. 
He says that those who criticise the 
employment of Americans in the Cus- 
toms Service in Cuba should remember 
that the problem on the 1st of January 
was the creation of a service modelled 
on the lines of the Customs Service of 
Ihe United States. To make an? change 
from the old system to the new thf-re 
had to he employed a certain propor- 
tion of men more or less familiar with 
the methods proposed to be introduced. 
In proportion as the change is success- 
fully completed the number of Ame-i- 
cans can be reduced, and alre.uiy since 
July 1 there has been a mateiial reduc- 
tion, especially at Havana. 
Postmastr-Genernl 
Smith has re- 


ceived from Director Rathbone of the 
Cuban Tests a letter stating that he 
had complied with the wishes of the 
Postmaster-General in regard to money 
orders issued in Cuba and drawn in 
the United States, and hereafter no 
more than five money orders will be 
issued in one day to one drawer or one 
payee. Complaint has been made l>y 
ihc hanks that an the rates for the 
money orders were less in Havana 
thi'ii the rate of exchange, the mer- 
chants in Havana were purchasing 
law 'H'fiutities of money orders and 
paying their bills in this country with 
them, thus depriving the banks of a 
great deal of business. 
Postmaster- 


Oeueral Smith•-eorisldered the com- 
plaint a Just one and instructed Direc- 
tor Rathbone to remedy the matter. 
! Under the new arrangement any one 
in Cuba wishinjrto remit money to the 
Vuited RtJlte.3 will be able to purchase 
money orders to the amount of $r>00 in 
orders of $100 each, payable to tl,e 
same person in one day, but no more. 
He can purchase other orders pnyaMe 
to other persons or bo can come back 
tlit next day and get f 500 worth more. 
payable to the same person. In ibe 
case of very small money order offices 
In the United State* the same restrle- 


j tion holds Rood, hut nn there is seldom 


any occasion for the issuing «f $-">Oo in 
money order* to any one person in the 
same day, drawn on the same person, 
nt these small offices the regulation has 
caused no hardship.

Already railroads 
run

from Cape Colony about 1,400 miles 
and southwardly from Cairo about i.- 
100 miles, thus making 2.500 miles ot 
the Capo to Cairo Railroad complete, 
the intermediate distance being about 
15,000 miles. Mr. Rhodes, whose recent 
visit to Kngland and Germany in tlio 
interest of the proposed through line 
from the Cape 1o Cairo is a matter or 
record, ami whose visit to Germany 
was made necessary by the fact that, 
in order to pass from the southern 
chain of British territory to the north 
ern chain lie must cross German or 
Belgian territory, is reported as con- 
fident that the through line will !«• 
completed by (ho year 1010. It may 
reasonably be assumed that a continu- 
ous railway line from the southern to 
the northern end of Africa will be in 
operation in the early years of 
the 


twentieth century. Toward this line, 
present and prospective, which is to 
stretch through the eastern part t f the 
continent, lateral lines (rom either 
coast are beginning to make their way. 
A line has already been constructed 
from Natal on the southeast coast, an- 
other from Liourenoo Marques in Portu- 
guese territory and the gold and dia- 
mond fields, another from Betra atao 
in Portuguese territory, but consider 
ably further north, and destined to ex 
tend to Salisbury, in Rhodesia, where 
it will form a junction with the Cape 
to Cairo road; still another is projected 
from Zanzibar to Lake Victoria Vyau 
za. to connect, probably, at Taliera 
with the transcontinental line; another 
line is under actual construction west 
ward from Panganl, just north of Zan- 
zibar, both of these being lu German 
East Africa: another line is being con- 
structed northwesterly from Mombasa, 
in British territory, toward Lake Vic 
toria Nyaii7a, and is completed more 
than half the distance, while at 
entrance to the Red Sea a road is pro- 
jected westwardly into Abyssinia. au«l 
is expected to pass further toward the 
west and connect wth the main line. 


At the north numerous lines skirt 


the Mediterranean coast, especially in 
the French lerrritory of Algeria and iu 
Tunis, where the length of railway is, 
in round numbers. 2,250 miles, whiie 
the Egyptian railroads are. including 
those now under construction, 
about 


1,500 miles in length.

builders, aud as their pre\ious per- 
formances had shown them to be able 
to accomplish such a feat, they ^cum-d 
the contracts. The Russian Govern- 
ment had serious intentions of award- 
ing the contract to French buildeis, 
both for business and sentimental rea- 
sons but (he jears was the mininiiim 
time in which they could do the work, 
whereas the Cramps guaranteed to fin- 
ish the ships in less than three y<-; )x. 
The prospect of 1m ing this early addi- 
tion to the navy in such a slioit time 
and the known excellence of the work 
done .it the Cramps' yards decided 'lie 
matter, and the contract* f a m e here. 


Work on the vessels \vas piojnvssing 


fairly well, the only backwardness l>c- 
inc that due to the falitue of the ir.»u 
companies to delver plates, whit h. of 
course, was a matter that would nut 
cause serious delav, and for which die 
company could not be directly held re- 
sponsible as there was a paucity t f 
manufactured iron all o\er the wornl. 
due to the great demand. The d'^.-Tis- 
faction of many of the best of tne 
skilled met names emploje.l by the ti"m 
and the subsequent strike is what i,s 
causing the most seiious ouihaiTa-s- 
ueut, and. although (lie firm will not 
idmlt it, they are now seriously be- 
lind, and will in all probability have to 
isk for an extension. 


An instance of the backwardness of 
lie work at the jards may bo shown 
n the completion of the Russian cnr.s- 
r Variag now on the ways. This ^es- 
sel should have been launched several 
weeks ago,but the date of her entrance 
nto the waters of the Delaware h:<i> 
)eeu announced scveial times and eiich 
time postponed, and there is little 
prospect that she will be launched tor 
several weeks. The delay on this ves- 
sel is due to the stiiking anglesmiths. 
Two weeks' work on their part, it is 
said, would put the vessel in condition 
to go into the water. 
All thft re- 


mains to be done Is to plate four or five 
sections ot the hull which were left un- 
finished, so hat some inside woik 
could be completed. Back of these 
plates the ans;le«niiths must put ancrle 
braces, and there .ire no men at the 
yards now who can do this necessary 
work. 


livery effort is being made by the

The steamhip Montfort,. Sifltto, «3<l$ of 


the Scotsman's passengers on boa^-J 
has reached here. The Montfort car- 
ried to Itirnouski all the survivors «-x- 
«-ept hfty-six second cabin and ytperage 
passengers, who were left ou the island, 
and nine passengers and forty-five of 
the crew were taken off by the MTfif- 
terey and .carried to Liverpool Ti.e 
passengers who were left oil t!i«> island 
will come to Uimouski on the ATHn 
Line steamship Germanic. 


The story told by the passengers who 


arrived here is one of hardship aiitl 
suffering . Mr. Emerson, who wa»H3-f>- 
resontiug the firm of Mes*rs.Chri«ry & 
Company, of London, was a passeueer 
on board tlie Scotsman. According to 
hi', story ihe vessel truck at .2.:iO 
o'clock on the morning of Friday-feitt: 
21. All tlie passengers weio lit feed. 
There was a dense fog at the time iiricl 
the lirst warning the passenger^ had 
was when the vessel struck the rock. 
There was a ciash and a heavy cru-h- 
ing sound as the ship piled headlong 
upon the rocks. In a moment £jr»-as 
confusion. Passengers crowded on "the 
deck pnitly dressed. There was .t hiab 
son running .it the time and the ship's 
officers, fcaiing the \cssol \\oujU, slip 
hack into de.*p water and founder, 
ortler"il the boats lowered. 


The women and children wore lower- 


ed into the boats with great difficulty. 
One of the bouts foundered: after.*!* 
had b(>»n filled with women and chil- 
Ircn. It is said by those who AVI re in 
the boat that the plug was out, and 
that the boat tilled uith water, and 
tli.it it was through this accident tlia' 
the lo«s of life oc curred. 


I-'our boats in all •weie ioworetj ami 


each was crowded with women ami 
childien. Thc>y ]>u1 out to sea aud re- 
mained as near the wreck as possible 
until daybreak. Passengers in the 
meantime were lowered to tlie rockri 
by means of ropes. 


I»y Saturday noon all the passengers 


had readied shore, women and children 
being earned over the wrecked vessel 
to tlie rocks. 


The conduct of the crew was out- 


rageous. Xo sooner had the steamer 
foundered than the crew invaded all 
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the cabins and plundered the baggage 
of Ihe passengers. 


The ship's officers were utterly nn 


able to control the crew, but busied 
themselves in saving the lives of the 
pas^engeis. It is evident Unit the ship 
wa.s 
entirely out of her course-. The 


crew had been hastily picked up owing 
to the seamen's strike at Liverpool.
